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Police team cut 
town seeing rise 


DORCHESTER’S police team have been cut by al¬ 
most 20 per cent - at a time when overall crime is ris¬ 
ing in the town and the population growing. 

The number of hours which the Weymouth Avenue 
police station is open to the public has also been cut 
back and CCTV cameras are no longer monitored 
around the clock. 

Six out of 36 posts have been moved out of the 
county town with some officers being transferred to 
Poole and Bournemouth. 

To the end of March overall crime in Dorchester rose 
year-on-year by 3.5 per cent - an extra 69 victims 
compared to the year before. Less than two thirds of 
the town’s reported crime results in a conviction or 
other finding of guilt. 

Incidents of violence rose by 23 per cent during the 
year - 28 additional victims. The category includes 
common assault, harassment and sexual offences. 

Also on the rise are cases of shoplifting. 

Councillor Viv Allan, who sits on the town’s Crime 
Prevention Panel, said she was worried about the re¬ 
duction in police numbers in the town. In the past she 
has said at town council meetings that she is not happy 
being out late in the town on her own. 

“I am most concerned about crimes against the per¬ 
son, street crime, and I am worried about how quickly 
officers can get to an incident to stop it getting worse. 
It’s obviously a cause for concern if there are fewer 
officers around.” 

But local police Inspector Steve Marsh said that 
compared to many other towns the level of crime re¬ 
mains low and most people are unlikely to be affected 
by crime, but also said it has to be recognised that 
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Dorchester is becoming more lively at night. 

Addressing councillors at a recent full town council 
meeting, Inspector Marsh said: “The town has 
changed considerably, the footfall has increased and 
we now have more licensed premises and a more ac¬ 
tive night time economy. We now have two licensed 
premises staying open until 4am and several who are 
open to lam.” 

The biggest percentage rise was a 78 per cent in¬ 
crease in sexual offences from 28 the previous year to 
50. But Inspector Marsh told councillors that it ap¬ 
peared most of this increase was down to two individ¬ 
uals both of which were in the process of being dealt 
with by police. 

There is some good news in the statistics - residen¬ 
tial and commercial burglary offences fell by around 
15 per cent as did robberies. Theft of vehicles reduced 
by six per cent although thefts from vehicles increased 
slightly. 

Inspector Marsh said 88 per cent of victims of crime 
say they were happy with the way police dealt with 
the situation. 

“While there is room to improve I think that, given 
the challenging situations we are often asked to re¬ 
solve, the feedback suggests we get it right most of 
the time with 94 per cent of respondents being happy 
with their first contact with local officers.” 

He told town councillors that despite the increase in 
late-night drinking, a look at the figures showed that 
there were no “hot spots” or problem premises.

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Does Dorchester care 
about turbine plans?

“WAKE up Dorchester” - that’s the mes¬ 
sage from anti wind turbine campaigners 
to the county town. 

The group, which is opposing plans for 
turbines off Slyer’s Lane to the north of 
Dorchester town centre, say they will be 
clearly visible, and possible heard, from 
many north-facing roads both in Dorch¬ 
ester itself and Poundbury. 

Yet spokesman Keith Simmons said 
there had been little concern, or interest, 
from many Dorchester residents to the 
proposals for what he describes as “indus¬ 
trial-scale” turbines each approaching 370 
feet tall. 

Broadview, the company behind the pro¬ 
posals for six turbines of 115metres each, 
claims that public opinion is roughly 60 to 
40 in favour of the development. 

Tom Cosgrove, Development Manager 
at Broadview Energy, said in Dorchester 
this week that the proposed turbines had 
been reduced from seven to six and from 
125metres to 115metres as a result of 


feedback from the public. 

“It’s all about the right balance. We need 
to generate as much electricity as we can 
from the site while taking local views into 
account. We believe we now have the 
right balance, but we are still consulting 
local people so it could change again.” 

Mr Cosgrove also said he believed that 
by having the turbines close to the area 
where the power will be used it gave a 
positive statement about renewable en¬ 
ergy. 

He also revealed that local people will 
be offered the chance to buy shares in the 
development. 

The application for the site is expected 
to be submitted within the next three 
months. 

Mr Simmons said at one of the exhibi¬ 
tions held by the company last week that 
he was surprised people in Dorchester and 
Poundbury had been so apathetic towards 
the proposals. 

“They need to wake up to what is hap- 
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pening...they will be clearly seen from 
large parts of Dorchester and Poundury. 
People don’t seem to grasp just how big 
they are. To have these industrial scale 
turbines in Hardy country is indefensi¬ 
ble.” 

In a statement issued by the No Slyers 


Lane Turbines group they claim that the 
UK has already reached its EU-set target 
for renewable energy. 

“The only justifiable reason for building 
these turbines here is financial gain.” 

The campaign group, which is mainly 
funded by individual donations, has paid 
for photomontages of what the turbines 
might look like as part of its campaign to 
raise awareness. 


Council criticised for'wishy-washy'approach over future of jail 


WEST Dorset District Council has been criticised for 
its “wishy-washy” approach to the future of the closed 
Dorchester Prison site. 

The town’s Civic Society has come up with a vision 
for the five-acre town centre prison while the district 
council is still considering whether or not they should 
issue a “concept statement”. 

Town councillors heard that when Reading’s jail was 
closed, at the same time as Dorchester, the council there 
had come up with a plan for the site by February. 

Councillor Molly Rennie said that what was expected 
by the town was leadership from the district council. 

“A concept statement sounds very wish-washy to 
me.. .I’m not quite sure how strong a concept statement 
will be when a developer comes along and makes an 
offer,” she said. 

The town’s Civic Society told the town council plan¬ 
ning committee that it’s ideas for the site included a 
small public park, with a promenade, to the north of the 
site; a mix of high quality and affordable housing and 
integration of the site with other historical attractions 
nearby. 

Chairman Alan Rowley said the site’s main problem 
was that the only access was via North Square although 


walking access might be able to be improved using a 
slither of land belonging to the prison into Glyde Path 
Road. 

Mr Rowley said: “It won’t be another Brewery 
Square but it needs to be integrated with other historical 
assets. It should have ‘a sense of place’ and be distinc¬ 
tive. 

“We should look for the retention of at least part of 
the Victorian prison building subject to a suitable use 
being found.” 

The committee heard that the former Oxford Jail had 
been partly converted into an hotel. 

Mr Rowley also backed West Dorset District Council 
adopting a proactive approach with any developer 
working to a masterplan after consultation with local 
people. 

The district council’s Planning and Urban Design Of¬ 
ficer, Jan Farnan, said that in general terms district 
council officers agreed with most of what the Civic So¬ 
ciety had to say about the site. She also agreed, in re¬ 
sponse to questioning, that the district council had 
identified the site as a potential location for housing. 

Town councillors have backed the idea of working 
with the Civic Society and the district council to come

County council proposals were largely rejected at 
a series of meetings last year with residents com¬ 
plaining that they would push too much traffic onto 
some streets to ease pollution in High East and High 
West Streets. 

Unless the town can come up with a workable al¬ 
ternative millions of pounds of county council 
money, set aside for the project, will be lost. 

Dozens of Dorchester people have now offered to 
work with local councillors to find a solution - with 
meetings being held on June 26th and July 3rd. 

A separate meeting will be held with Dorchester 
Business Improvement District and Chamber of 
Commerce members. 

Parking system to be trialed

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Police launch summer 
drink drive campaign 


DORSET Police’s summer drink 
and drug drive campaign started 
this week and will last for the next 
two months. 

This year, for the first time, the 
force has extended its summer cam¬ 
paign to run throughout July to co¬ 
incide with the 2014 FIFA World 
Cup, which takes place from June 
12th and July 13th, and will end on 
July 31st. 

Following the force’s successful 
2013 Christmas drink and drug 
drive campaign, Dorset Police will 
again be releasing the names and 
court appearances of all those 
charged with a drink and drug 
drive-related offence throughout the 
campaign. 

Custody images of those con¬ 
victed could also be released to the 
media. 

Inspector Matt Butler, from 
Dorset Police’s Traffic Unit, said: 
“Every year we warn people of the 
dangers of drink driving but some 
still choose to get behind the wheel 
after consuming alcohol, putting 
themselves and the lives of others at 
risk. 


“During our summer campaign 
anyone who chooses to have a bla¬ 
tant disregard for the law by drink¬ 
ing and driving will not only face a 
fine, be disqualified from driving 
and have a criminal record - they 
risk having their name and photo¬ 
graph released to the media. 

“I have seen far too many lives 
lost on the roads due to drink driv¬ 
ing. Research has shown that even 
one drink can impair the ability to 
drive so please don’t get behind the 
wheel after drinking any alcohol at 
all. 

“We want everyone in Dorset to 
enjoy the summer months and the 
football World Cup but we also 
want people to remain safe. Risking 
people’s lives because you wanted 
to have a drink and then drive will 
simply not be tolerated.” 

Dorset Police is warning motorists 
that throughout the campaign there 
will be an increase in traffic patrols 
and roadside checks. 

Every driver who is involved in a 
collision during this period will be 
breath tested, irrespective of 
whether they are suspected of drink 


driving or not. 

If someone is caught drink driving 
they will face a minimum 12 month 
driving ban, a criminal record, up to 
six months in prison and a fine of 
up to £5,000. 

The force will also use informa¬ 
tion submitted by the public to tar¬ 
get suspected offenders of drink and 
drug driving throughout the cam¬ 
paign. 

Inspector Matt Butler added: “If a 
member of the public suspects 
someone is driving under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol or drugs, they 
should dial 999 immediately and re¬ 
port the details to the police so that 
we can intercept that vehicle.” 

Dorset Police will be taking to 
Twitter to remind motorists of the 
drink and drug drive campaign and 
to inform the public how many 
drivers have been charged each day. 
Follow @dorsetpolice and look out 
for #DPSummerDrinkDrive. 

If you suspect someone is driving 
under the influence of alcohol or 
drugs, dial 999 immediately so po¬ 
lice can intercept or call 101 with 
non-urgent information. 


Recycling rates up with new service 


DORSET’S recycling rate has increased by six per cent 
since a new collection service was launched, according 
to figures from the Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP). 

Dorset recycled 54 per cent of its waste from kerbside 
collections and recycling centres in 2013/14, up from 
49 per cent in 2012/13. 

Two thirds of Dorset households now have the kerb- 
side collection - the latest for part of West Dorset which 
started in March. 

Another 50,000 properties in Weymouth and Portland 
and West Dorset will switch to the scheme in October, 
followed by the rest of West Dorset next year. 

The aim of introducing kerbside recycling across the 
county is to increase Dorset’s recycling to 68 per cent 
and drive down costs by £2million a year. 

Around 30,000 households have also paid for an op¬ 
tional, fortnightly garden waste collection. 

The total amount of Dorset’s waste sent to landfill last 
year was 23 per cent, down from 26 per cent in 
2012/13. In addition, 18 per cent of Dorset’s waste was 
sent for either mechanical biological treatment, where 


further recycling is extracted, or to produce electricity. 

Councils currently pay £80 in tax for every tonne of 
waste sent to landfill. Including gate fees, it costs 
£1,060 for a dustcart to dump 10 tonnes of rubbish in 
landfill, compared to an income of £127 for the same 
amount of recycling. 

In a recent survey of 5,000 residents using the new 
service, 89 per cent said they were satisfied with it and 
74 per cent said it was an improvement on their previ¬ 
ous service. 

Steve Burdis, Director of the Dorset Waste Partner¬ 
ship, said: “Thanks to residents enthusiastically using 
their new collection service to do their bit, Dorset is re¬ 
cycling more then ever. 

“This means we are keeping more waste out of ex¬ 
pensive landfill sites and recovering value from useful 
resources rather than burying them in the ground. 

“Recycling is a way of life in Dorset. These figures 
suggest that having one, easy-to-use service can help 
us become one of the best areas for recycling in the 
country.” 
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District council should do more to 
improve East Street, says resident

A DORCHESTER man who has fought to improve High 
East Street says he fails to understand why local councils 
have not been doing more for the street. 

Alan Keel has badgered West Dorset District Council 
to take enforcement action over businesses which have 
flouted planning laws and repeatedly asked the district to 
take action against owners over the poor state of repair 
of their buildings. 

On Monday evening he asked Dorchester Town Council 
planners to ask why they had backed approval for two 
shop signs which breach planning guidelines. 

But he praised some firms who he said were trying to 
breathe life into the street, especially those at the bottom 
end who he said had created their businesses in a tasteful 
way. 

“It’s the main entrance to the town and the district coun¬ 
cil are fond of telling us that it has the most listed build¬ 
ings for a street of its size of anywhere else in the 
country.. .which makes you wonder why it’s down to me 
to make a fuss and get it improved,” he said. 

Mr Keel took up his battle after moving into the street 
two years ago, fearing for the worst when businesses 
started closing. 

Over time he had repeatedly visited the district council 
and persuaded them to use their powers to get boarding- 


PLANS for new homes at the former district council head¬ 
quarters in Dorchester have been rejected by town coun¬ 
cillors. 

Despite welcoming the concept of apartments at Stratton 
House councillors heard that a lack of a masterplan for the 
whole site was causing difficulties in getting to grips with 
the overall development. There were also concerns about 
the lack of affordable housing. 

The town planning committee was considering an appli¬ 
cation for 16 apartments in the main building with two of¬ 
fices on the ground floor and an application for five new 
homes in the former car park to the rear. 


up materials removed from closed shops and to issue re¬ 
pair notices to landlords. 

Advertising signs at the Polish Shop and a take-away 
business are also being investigated for what Mr Keel de¬ 
scribes as their “horrible signs” and which are now the 
subject of retrospective planning permissions. 

Councillor Andy Canning praised Mr Keel for taking 
the issues up and continuing to push to get things done. 
He admitted that, with hindsight, the town council may 
have made a mistake in backing one of the shop sign ap¬ 
plications. 

He said that talks had been held in the past with the 
Dorchester Business Improvement District and Chamber 
of Commerce to try and improve the street, but the idea 
did not get backing. 

“Perhaps now is the time to have another crack at it and 
try and pull it all together,” he said, promising to put the 
issue on the town’s Heritage Committee agenda next 
month. 

He said he welcomed the news that the district council 
was now taking the issues more seriously and using its 
enforcement powers. 


Planning officer Louise Dowell said that the developers 
were restoring rooms to their original size as much as pos¬ 
sible and would be closing the second and third floor links 
to the adjoining Shire Hall. The existing lift in the building 
would also be removed. 

Councillor Fiona Kent-Ledger said: “This is a really 
good use and should be applauded. The developers haven’t 
tried to cram more in and they are treating the building 
with respect.” 

But despite praise for the concept town councillors rec¬ 
ommended rejection of the two applications because of 
concerns over the lack of a masterplan, worries over what

was seen as inadequate open space, lack of affordable 
housing and possible overdevelopment with the new prop¬ 
erties to the rear of the building. 

“Without a masterplan it is impossible to protect what 
the site will look like as a whole,” said Councillor Molly 
Rennie. 

An application for the adjoining building, Shire Hall, was 
approved to include a new visitor centre for the Tolpuddle 
Martyrs Court with education rooms and a shop, a new 
Tourist Information Office and two apartments on the top 
floor. Six parking spaces will be provided to the rear of the 
building. 


Bus campaign meeting 

A PUBLIC meeting is being held in Martinstown 
tonight (Wednesday 4th) over the campaign to 
persuade First Bus to reverse changes to their 31 
service through the village. 

Dorchester councillor Andy Canning told a meet¬ 
ing on Monday: "The justification to make the 
changes from First has altered over time - people 
find that frustrating. 

"These changes do impact on people in Dorch¬ 
ester as well... we are not giving up yet." 

But he said that alternatives such as "dial a bus" 
and using community volunteer drivers was also 
being looked at. 

The route changes mean a reduction in buses 
through Martinstown, Preston and Littlemoor dur¬ 
ing the day. 

Dorchester's Mayor, Councillor Peter Mann, is to 
write to First and again ask them to re-consider. 

Still no site found for 
new recycling centre 

A LACK of progress over finding a new household 
recycling centre form Dorchester is being high¬ 
lighted by the town council. 

The town's centre, at St George's Road, is consid¬ 
ered too small to cope with future demand. It may 
also be needed by Wessex Water for an extension 
to the town's sewage works to cope with Dorch¬ 
ester's growing population.

Councillors are to urge the district and county 
council to step up their efforts to identify an alter¬ 
native option.

Concerns raised over 
future of pathology 
lab services in Dorset 


CONCERNS are again 
being raised over the pro¬ 
posed move of pathology 
lab services at the Dorset 
County Hospital (DCH) 
to Taunton. 

The recently formed 
Dorset Health Campaign, 
says it is also concerned 
that the service may be 
handed to a private com¬ 
pany without adequate 
consultation. 

Dorchester member of 
the campaign group Sally 
Cooke says: “The group 
is looking for answers to 
the following questions - 
Firstly, about trans¬ 
parency - who is check¬ 
ing the specification for 
the new service on behalf 
of hospital users? I un¬ 
derstand that the hospital 
trust’s governors are not 
consulted, so who is? 

“Secondly, about the 
future quality of the serv¬ 
ice - how do we know the 
public will still get a 
good (timely, and high 
quality) service if the 
path lab should go pri¬ 
vate? And what redress is 
there if a private provider 
delivers a poor service? 
We are also concerned 


about the loss of local 
employment and skills.” 

Bridport councillor Ros 
Kayes, a founder mem¬ 
ber of the campaign 
group, who sits on the 
Dorset Health Scrutiny 
Committee at Dorset 
County Council has ex¬ 
pressed her concerns. 

“A report was brought 
to committee recently 
showing that the existing 
service at DCH had been 
prevented from tendering 
at all for the new service, 
because it was involved 
in drawing up the speci¬ 
fication. 

“Although I am told 
that should no other ten¬ 
der be successful, the 
DCH lab will be consid¬ 
ered, I fear this will al¬ 
most certainly rule our 
own, perfectly accept¬ 
able, lab from the equa¬ 
tion - and also cost local 
jobs.” 

The group is asking the 
health trust to respond to 
their concerns.

“It’s so easy to leam and can have such an incredible 
impact on people’s lives but, because it’s not compul¬ 
sory on the national curriculum, only a minority of 
schoolchildren would know what to do if one of their 
classmates, or a member of their family became ill or 
injured.” 

The call to train more youngsters comes as new re¬ 
search shows that 97 per cent of the area’s teachers 
think it’s vital to teach essential first aid skills in 
school, but only 22 per cent of schools offer training.

The exhibition focuses on the story 
of one Dorset woman, Mabel St Clair Stobart, exploring 
her life and the role she played during the epic retreat 
of the Serbian army in 1915. 

The Museum has a collection of unique photographs 
recording Mabel Stobart's experiences in Serbia. They 
trace her intrepid journey from the tented field hospital 
she established near the front line and the relentless 
800 mile trek through the Albanian mountains to her 
final escape from Scutari.

When 
Kodak developed them for her subsequent lecture tour 
of America, they were so impressed that they were 
blown up, mounted and hung in the Kodak head office. 

The exhibition reveals the extraordinary story of a 
powerful and determined woman who frequented the 
salons of London Society but was also a feminist, play¬ 
wright and farmer.

The Trials of 
Oscar Wilde 


CORRECTION: - THE performance of The Trials of 
Oscar Wilde at Bridport Arts Centre, actually takes 
place TODAY (Wednesday, June 4th), not on Wednes¬ 
day, July 4th as detailed in the press release received 
last week by the View. 

THE criminal trials of one of wittiest men who ever lived 
will be brought to life at the BridportArts Centre on 
Wednesday, June 4th, 7.30pm. Written by his grandson, 
The Trials of Oscar Wilde will feature a host of familiar ac¬ 
tors. 

The action starts on 14 February 1895 - the triumphant 
opening night of The Importance of Being Earnest and 
the zenith of Wilde's career. Weeks later Wilde took a libel 
action out against Lord Queensberry, the father of his 
young friend Bosie, who had accused him of being a 
sodomite. Three days into the trial Wilde dropped the 
case and was himself arrested and charged with "unnat¬ 
ural acts" with other men. 

Less than 100 days later, he found himself a common 
prisoner sentenced to two years hard labour. So what 
happened during the trials and what did Wilde say? Was 
he harshly treated or the author of his own downfall?

6th-8th JUNE 



FROM November 1943 to June 1944, thousands of Ameri¬ 
can troops were stationed in and around the villages and 
towns of Dorset and Devon as the Allied armies massed in 
preparation for D-Day, the huge invasion of Normandy on 
June 6th 1944 that marked the beginning of the world's lib¬ 
eration from the greatest evil in the history of mankind.

Many of the GIs, C Company of the US 16th Infantry Reg¬ 
iment, were based in Lyme Regis, which, like towns and vil¬ 
lages all around, had sent off its own young men and 
women to serve in the world war. 

Lyme and the Americans quickly became friends. Many 
residents now still fondly remember the great kindnesses 
shown to them as children by the generous GIs of C Com¬ 
pany, some of whom won war brides here. 

Some, including Captain Victor Briggs the commander of 
C Company, married and made a child here; whom they 
would never come home from the war to know. Capt. 
Briggs, who honeymooned at Lyme's Royal Lion Hotel, was 
awarded the Distinguished Service Cross in recognition of 
his valour on D-Day. 

Eleven men from Lyme and nearby villages died in the Nor¬ 
mandy campaign. More than 200 men from the US 16th In¬ 
fantry Regiment fell on Omaha Beach, one of the five 
hellhole Normandy landing sectors. 

To mark the 70th anniversary of D-Day and to salute the 
courage of all those who served that day in the ranks of 
Freedom - the airmen, seamen and soldiers of the British, 
American and Canadian forces and their comrades in the 
French Resistance - the Mayor, Town Council, Royal British 
Legion and the whole community of Lyme Regis is staging 
a weekend of commemoration, from Friday June 6th to 
Sunday June 8th. 

Although the world's main focus will be on the Normandy 
Beaches on June 6th, when leaders of all nations attend cer¬ 
emonies there, Lyme will play its small part by representing 
all of the towns and villages of Dorset and Devon with events 
organised to mark the two counties' own great debt to the 
honoured brave. 

The whole town will be decked out red, white and blue 
with scores of Union Jack and Stars and Stripes flags and 
bunting, as Lyme's 'Flags For Heroes' salute. All are invited 
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to attend the events, especially veterans and relatives of 
World War II Servicemen.

Regis are honoring their sacrifice and their mem¬ 
ory.

THE RS 7 Sportback - the most potent five- 
door coupe in the Audi range - now looks 
even sharper and performs even more effi¬ 
ciently, yet no less formidably. The new gen¬ 
eration RS 7 Sportback, which becomes 
available to order in the UK later this summer 
ahead of first deliveries in late 2014, com¬ 
bines subtle styling enhancements with new 
LED lighting, upgraded infotainment features 
and revisions to the 560 PS V8 TFSI power- 
plant which enable it to comply with new 
EU6 emissions regulations. 

"The Audi RS 7 Sportback confirms the rep¬ 
utation of the RS models as the superior, top 
athletes of our brand," states Prof. Dr. Ulrich 
Hackenberg, Member of the Board of Man¬ 


agement forTechnical Development of AUDI 
AG. "The combination of a powerful four- litre 
V8 engine with Cylinder on Demand technol¬ 
ogy, quattro drive and intelligent lightweight 
design makes the RS 7 Sportback an out¬ 
standing piece of sports equipment for any 
fan of dynamic and yet efficient driving." 

Even at first glance, the Audi RS 7 Sportback 
reveals its dynamic character - the long bon¬ 
net, flowing C-pillars and the sharply sloping 
rear end form an aesthetic overall impression. 
New design details add striking touches.They 
include the Singleframe grille with the black 
honeycomb typical of RS models, with the 
corners now even sharper and more distinc¬ 
tive. Three optional packages - matt alu¬ 


minium, gloss black and carbon - make the 
look of the RS 7 Sportback even more distinc¬ 
tive. 

Subtle modifications have also been made 
to the bumper, with its distinctive air inlets. 
The headlights, also adapted to the new sin¬ 
gleframe grille, now feature LED technology 
as standard. Matrix LED technology is avail¬ 
able for the first time on the RS 7 Sportback, 
with integrated dynamic turn signals on the 
front and rear. The tail lights also have a new 
interior design. New to the paint palette are 
the colours Floret silver, metallic; Glacier 
white, metallic; Mythos black, metallic and 
Sepang blue, pearl effect. 

In the elegant black interior, dominated by 
the RS sport seats, the designers have made 
judicious changes to the instrument cluster, 
including the air outlet controls of the vent 
nozzles, the shift paddles behind the steering 
wheel and the quattro emblem on the instru¬ 
ment panel. The standard MMI navigation 
plus with MMI touch now uses the modular 
infotainment platform of the latest genera¬ 
tion; its highlight is an efficient graphics 
processor from Audi partner, Nvidia. 

The EU6-compliant 4.0 TFSI engine in the 
revised Audi RS 7 Sportback provides the 
same prodigious 560 PS, with a constant 700 
Nm (516.3 Ib-ft) of torque at engine speeds 
between 1,750 and 5,500 rpm. The engine 
catapults the five-door coupe from 0 to 
62mph in 3.9 seconds; the optional dynamics 
packages allow top speeds of 174mph and 
189mph respectively. On a combined cycle 


however, the resonant V8 twin-turbo returns 
up to 29.7mpg, and emits 221 grams of C02 
per km. A key factor in this efficiency is the 
Cylinder on Demand (CoD) system, which can 
shut down four cylinders during partial load 
operation. 

An eight-speed tiptronic transmission 
tuned for optimum performance also fea¬ 
tures a tall final gear to contribute to fuel effi¬ 
ciency. The might of the V8 engine is 
harnessed by the quattro permanent all¬ 
wheel drive system and used to best effect by 
the standard Sports differential, which appor¬ 
tions torque in precisely measured quantities 
between the rear wheels according to driving 
conditions. 

RS adaptive air suspension is fitted as stan¬ 


dard, together with adaptive damping, and is 
controlled via the Audi drive select driving 
dynamics system. Audi offers the tauter RS 
sport suspension plus with Dynamic Ride 
Control (DRC) as an alternative. A further op¬ 
tion is dynamic steering, which continuously 
varies the steering ratio for greater agility. 

The revised Audi RS 7 Sportback is fitted 
with 20-inch forged lightweight alloy wheels 
as a standard. Optional 21-inch cast alu¬ 
minium wheels are available in three different 
colours. The four internally ventilated brake 
discs have a weight-saving wave design. Al¬ 
ternatively carbon fibre-ceramic discs are 
available as an option. Electronic Stabilisation 
Control (ESC) features a Sport mode that can 
be deactivated altogether if required.
